Gerald D. Browne, Director, 
Albany Civil Defense, today an- 
nounced that the California Dis- 
aster Office assisted city and 
county civil defense organiza-

cost incurred by the city for | 


$24,082.72 in Federal matching 


;fund assistance for procurement 
|of civil defense equipment and 
for civil defense training during 


the first three-quarters of the 
eurrent fiscal year. 

Albany received $235.37 in Fed- 
eral financing to further its civil 
defense program during the per- 
iod, Browne said. 

Federal contributions were 
made during the July-through- 
March period for purchase of 
such items as communications 
equipment to strengthen the lo- 
cal fire and police capability for 
civil defense; local warning sys- 
tems and generators to supply 
electricity, heat and light to pub- 
lic buildings, civil defense con- 
trol centers and hospitals; 
training programs. 

Under the Federal matching 
funds program, cities and coun- 
ties contributed one-half of the 
total amount for these items.

A life guard should always be 
present. One should never swim 
alone. Warning signs should be 
looked for and obeyed, Many 
people have been injured by div- 
ing into shallow water and 
many others have been infected 
by polluted water because they 
ignored warning signs. 

It is dangerous 
through seaweed, It could en- 
tangle you and sap your 
strength. Personal safety often 
depends on physical condition. 
Plunging back into cold water 
without resting after exertion, 
may cause black-out from a sud- 
den rise in blood pressure. It 
may also cause painful, disabl- 
ing cramps.
